No, 1(19)-ITO/50. — -Licences lor import of raw silk and spun yam from silk 
waste will be granted during the period January — June 1950, to the following 
categories of applicants: — 

(a) State Governments to meet the requirements of handloom industry, 

(b) Silk weaving mills and factories employing power looms, 

(c) Established importers, and 

(d) New comers. 

2. Applications Bhould be made out in the prescribed manner and submitted 
bo as to reach the authorises concerned not later than the 30th April 1950. 
Applicants of category (a), (b) and (d) should send their applications to the 
Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, and applicants of category (c) to the 
Import Trade Controllers at the ports. 

8. Silk weavmg mills and factories should support their applications with 
statements of their annual requirements duly certified by the State Director of 
Industries or the Textile Commissioner, Certified statements should also refer 
the number of looms employed. 

4. Established importers should supply evidence in support of their past 
imports as indicated in the Commerce Ministry Public Notice dated the 25th 
February 1950. Licences, however, will not be granted to any applicant who 
has not imported raw silk and spun yarn from silk waste to the value of Rs. 
20,000/^ or more in at least one of the prescribed basic years.
